Reference is made to our telephone conversations on 
November 26, 2001. 

The litigation related to United States Patent No. 
5,286,037 is still pending at the United States District 
Court, Eastern District of New York. Discovery is complete, 
and the parties are awaiting the Court's claim construction 
determination. To date, no decision has been made by the 
Court related to my infringement claims or concerning 
defendants' counterclaim for invalidity.
